The killing of Loyalist 
Volunteer Force leader Billy 
Wrightinside ‘the most secure 
prison in Western Europe’ 
showed exactly why the so- 
called peace process has 
become a farce. 

Republican prisoners of the 
INLA had smuggled to them 
not one, but two pistols. They 
then proceeded to climb out 
of their windows, which have 
no bars, and onto the roof 
without being spotted or 
missed. They then walked 
along the roof in broad 
daylight, and dropped down 
into the compound where Billy 
Wright was being transferred 
to the visitors wing before 
shooting him five times. 

Only a few days earlier, an 
IRA prisoner, Liam Averill, had 
escaped from the same prison 
by dressing up as a woman 
after a Christmas party.

J withestare ae statistics were 
released which showed that white 
children are in a minority in inner 
London. 

The figures then purported to show 
that this was the case in no other 
borough. Brent and Newham, 
however, are 40-46 per cent non 
white. Given the demographics of 
non white immigration, it beggars 
belief that non-white children are 
not also a majority in these boroughs 
also. 

Years ago before political 
correctness was not quite so 
entrenched, the local papers would 
give the statistics of local live births 
from women of ethnic minority 
backgrounds, typically under such 
headlines as ‘Immigrant babies tip 
the scales’.

Newham General Hospital on 
Christmas day last month, six were 
Asian and the other two were either 
black or white since in these politically 
correct times the facts are hidden, 
and only the names given. The 
Newham Recorder which gave out 
this joyous news is one of the few 
papers in the country to actually 
admit manipulating the news. Given 
the racial make-up of Newham, it is 
likely that only one of the eight 


babies born was white. While this 
ratio takes time to feed into the 
figures for all children, it is clearly a 
nonsense to suggest that a majority 
of Newham’s schoolchildren are still 
white. 

Another piece of research has 
shown that no less than 38 per cent 
of black children say that they would 
prefer to be in an all-black school 
and this is something that BN goes 
along with, pending resettlement.

Obviously, as much as BN woulc 
like to see separate schools for British 
schoolchildren, such is unlikely. But, 
if blacks and Asians are successful 
in their efforts to establish their 
own schools, that must make 
surrounding schools by the absence 
of those blacks and Asians, whiter.

Film review: Kull the Conqueror 
The Aryan Barbarian 


Kull the Conqueror is scheduled for 
release next summer. It is based on 
a series of short stories featuring a 
hero of that name, written by Robert 
E. Howard in the 1920s and 1930s. 
Howard (1906-1936) was a prolific 
American author of popular fiction. 
He was also an unapologetic White 
supremacist and champion of the 
Aryan race, although that is normally 
not stressed in the Hollywood 
versions of his works. 

Howard is best remembered for 
his archetypal Aryan heroes, such 
as Conan the Barbarian, Red Sonja, 
and Kull. They are all full-blooded, 
vibrant and untamed, and their 
exploits are rousing and violent. A 
lesser-known Howard creation is 
the Puritan adventurer Solomon 
Kane, many of whose blood-splashed 
tales are set in sub-Saharan Africa. 


This locale allows full play for 
Howard’s heroic depiction of the 
White man. The following sentence 
is from a passage entitled ‘The 
White-Skinned Conqueror’, from the 
short story Wings in the Night (1932): 


‘The ancient empires fall... the 
demons of antiquity gasp their 
last, but over all stands the Aryan 
barbarian, white-skinned, cold- 
eyed, dominant, the supreme 
fighting man of the earth, whether 
he be clad in wolf-hide and horned 
helmet, or boots and doublet — 
whether he bear in his hand battle- 
axe or rapier — whether he be 
called Dorian, Saxon or Englishman 
— whether his name be Jason, 
Hengist or Solomon Kane.’ 


Here, at the moment of ultimate 
victory, the personal details and 


characteristics of the Howardian 
hero melt away, and he becomes 
one with, and indistinguishable from, 
all of the Aryan heroes who have 
preceded him (and also those yet to 
be born). This mystical sublimation 
of the individual into the collective 
soul of the Race is what Guido von 
List terms ‘Aryan internity’ in his 
seminal book, The Secret of the 
Runes (pp 52-53)— ‘internity’ being 
the endless continuity of the racial 
soul through the blood, just as 
‘eternity’ is endless continuity 
through time and ‘infinity’ is endless 
continuity through space. 

In Kull the Conqueror, it would be 
a mistake to expect too much. We 
should just be grateful that those 
who run Hollywood have cast Kevin 
Sorbo in the title role, and not Jeff 
Goldblum from The Fly!

Since the British shopper 
does not have an expanding appetite 
or an expanding wallet, the expansion 
of the supermarkets simply means a 
loss of jobs in other retail outlets 
since the market itself is finite. 

Of course we are always told that 
the supermarket chains are cutting 
each other’s throats in a bid to gain 
our custom and that it is a jolly good 
thing for us. In fact, of course, they 
are doing nothing of the sort; they 
are merely shadowing each other’s 


prices having decided long ago that 
throat cutting was positively injurious 
to health, not to mention the profits. 


Their throat cutting is rather like one 
of those stage fights where nobody 
gets hurt; it’s all for show. 

And of course the supermarket 
chains can well afford to invest in 
expansion. Tesco and Sainsbury 


operate on a profit margin of around 
8% on turnover; a truly massive 
rake-off. Tesco, having expanded 
fastest of all and beaten the best of 
British, decided that it was time to 
take on the Continentals and show 
them how to make money. They 
bought a French supermarket chain 
and set about making inroads into 
the French market. Alas poor Tesco. 
They very soon discovered that. 
French throat cutters actually drew 
blood and that they were happy to 
operate on profit margins of around 
2%; very far from the cosy 8% that 
Tesco had become accustomed to.

DEMOCRACY 


In the week of Nick Griffin’s trial 
for thought crimes against the multi- 
racial state, the party held two 
demonstrations in London against 
the hypocrites of the so-called 
‘freedom’ organisations Liberty and 
Amnesty International. 

Amnesty, very keen to intervene 
when the democratic freedoms of 
Nigerians are at stake was strangely 
reluctant to offer any help to Nick 
when he wrote to them outlining the 
government’s attack on freedom of 
speech, and its policy of jailing its 
political dissidents. Jailing those with 
whom one disagrees politically is a 
hallmark of corrupt and evil 
dictatorships usually found overseas.

_ foreign military and air bases in Britain; British withdrawal from the 
war in former Yugoslavia, where no British interest is at stake; the 
bringing home of British forces from Germany; the strengthening of 
Britain's defences and a position of armed neutrality. | 

@ An end to overseas aid and the allocation of the money saved to the 
financing of repatriation and greater help for the needy at home. — 

@ The crushing of the IRA, the termination of the Anglo-Irish agreement 
and firm support for the loyalist majority in Northern Ireland. 

@ A return to healthy moral values aimed at strengthening the family 
and community. |
